Actually, no. 


There were two different 'services' that shared what is called CB. 
What is normally called CB is the sets that were 100mw and over. 
Units that were essentially 'real' radios. In that case, morse was 
prohibited. 


The other service was the 'toy' service. These were lower power 
units. In some cases, they only had TX crystals, and had wide-band 
receivers. Finding even a working squelch on some of these units 
was hard, except for the more top end units. These type units were 
unrestricted at the time (23 channel days) and some of these did 
have morse keys. 


With the advent of 40 channels (well, first 99 channels and then the 
FCC backpedaling to 40 before any were released) the commonly 
perceived "CB" service was left alone on the 40 channels, and the 
‘toy' service was moved off the CB frequencies and put into 49mhz. 


Sorry I don't recall the FCC regs or part number that refers to the 
services in question.

Let me warn you that because the 989C and any other pi or t network tuner 
has xthreex controls, there is a semi-infinite number of settings that will 
produce a match for a 50 ohm load. So, the results you get for one 989C may 
differ from my numbers unless the two are almost exactly alike and are tuned 
the same. 


Frank's method is highly accurate for the information it is given, but the 
fact that tuners can have different settings to match a 50 ohm load means 
that different loss values may be calculated. The big difference maker, I 


suspect, is the amount of inductance that is used. 
Glad to be of some help.

Hi - Much to my amazement, I successfully soldered this thing. It turned out not 
to be nearly as daunting as I feared. My biggest 

problem was to steady my shaking hand. Once I got over my fear of 

screwing this thing up, it went pretty quickly and smoothly. Yes, I 

had a few bridges but they were easily cleaned up with desoldering braid. Having 
the right set of tools was essential, and I already had 

everything I needed on-hand. Most of the items are available at 

Radio Shack for relatively few bucks: 


15 watt soldering iron with grounded tip (64-2051)- $7.99 
.015" 62/36/2 silver bearing solder (64-035) - $3.99 

Extra hands with magnifier (64-2063) - $10.89 

No clean .035" desoldering braid (Mouser 577-1814-5F) - $2.46 


My only previous experience with surface mount was solding the 
comparatively large SA612 on my Rockmite. After completing the 


soldering, I checked each connection for continuity and adjacent pin shorts. 

Doing this was a challenge too and required wrapping some #32 

wire around my probe leads. My 50 year old eyes aren't very good, but the job was 
still doable. So, if you've been hesitating doing this, give it a shot. Would I 
want to do it again? Not especially, 

but it was worth the experience and satisfaction. Now, I have to finish 

the rest of the board!

(particularly the designs in the first two references below), but have yet 
to try any.

As always, it is gratifying to see mention of my antenna's on the reflector! 


I would point out the issues of operating from hotel rooms etc, having had 
plenty of QSO's with my loops over the past few years. 


The basic problem is one of shielding. Potentially, the construction of the 
hotel will limit the usefulness of any indoor antenna, not just my designs. The 
biggest problem occurs with concrete buildings, the concrete is re-enforced with 
iron rods which make an absolutely perfect Faraday shield. No RF comes in and 
your RF goes nowhere either - all you hear is the QRM from electrical devices 
inside the hotel. In these circumstances, if you are lucky enough to get a 
balcony, try hanging the loop outside, you will find it makes a tremendous 
difference. 


I evaluate hotel rooms by listening for broadcast signals which are close to out 
ham bands. Take a tune around at home and find a signal and note its strength at 
the times you hope to operate. When you get to the hotel, connect up the rig and 
antenna and take a listen. If the station is down significantly on the strength 
you found at home then chances are that you are not going to get out. For these 
measurements, I usually use a CW station on either 10.043MHz or 10.046MHz, 
although it might not be audible in the US. 


If locating an antenna in the room does not work, you need to get some wire 
outside and run radials inside the room. For this I use a retractable fishing 
rod that cost me all of $4. Closed it fits nicely into my suitcase and extended, 
it is about 5 foot long and is ideal for keeping the antenna wire away from the 


side of the building. 


One thing to also keep in mind in all this is, is the RF levels that you are 
exposing yourself to, make sure you keep as far as possible from the antenna 
when you are transmitting!

Jim and Others, 


Several of you have asked for more details on my soldering approach. Basically, I 
just followed George s directions. I grounded myself to remove any static charge 
on my hands each time before handling the chip. I removed my glasses (near sighted 
and far sighted) to take advantage of my relatively good very close-in vision. I 
placed the board flat on the table and tinned pad 1. Then I aligned the chip over 
the pads holding it down with my finger while soldering pad 1. I rechecked the 
alignment. If it s off, you ll need to reheat pad 1 and gently nudge the chip in 
place with a toothpick. I then soldered the opposite corner (pin 15). I did not 
use any flux on the pads or wet the iron with extra solder. However, it is 
important to keep the tip of the iron clean/tinned. To solder, I placed the tip 
(it is very fine on this iron, fortunately) at the junction of the pin and the 
pad, waited a second or so, and then quickly touched the junction with the solder. 
You only need! 

a very small amount of solder so just touch the solder to the junction for an 
instant. Otherwise, you 11 likely get a bridge between pins. After both corners 
were soldered, I placed the board on the no-hands stand a few inches under the 
magnifying glass for maximum magnification. I then soldered the rest of the pins, 
doing one side of the chip at a time top to bottom. Im sure that if you relax 
and take your time, you ll be successful too. I just finished the rest of the 
board and it was a snap relative to doing the chip. Good luck!

or chip pins before hand? How did you steady/locate the chip? Did you do 
the usual routine of applying the iron and then some solder or did you have 
some solder on the iron tip and then apply that alone to a pin? 


Liquid flux applied previously and a "wet" (with solder) iron are the 
secrets another ham suggested.
